Community Interest 


Only when there the utmost co-opera- 
tion between administrator, teaching staff, 
students, and librarian does the library 
perform its essential functions without 
friction. committee consisting the 
principal, the librarian, 
tives from the teaching staff (and possibly 
from the student body) desirable 
means establishing representative co- 
ordination.

Textbooks Instruments for 
Molding Attitudes 

There considerable exidence that text- 
books are recognized powerful instru- 
ments for molding social attitudes. 
after examining many textbooks civics, 
history, and economics, found his re- 
gret that there was little evidence efforts 
explain and encourage democracy. 
Reasons for this situation were solicited 
from publishers, textbook writers, and 
teachers. Some answers indicated that too 
positive attitude toward democracy 
would not conducive the sale 
books; some, that the nature and limita- 
tions democracy are too vague for dis- 
cussion; and some, that too critical 
analysis democracy might lead radi- 
calism. Fraser doubts these explanations; 
suspects that pressure being exerted 
forestall such book, pressure that 
subtle, unconsciously felt, and perhaps un- 
consciously exerted.

sometimes wonder really have 
clear concept the meaning the term 
Reading Readiness. some people means 
only that the child interested has 
desire read. This one thing alone does 
not necessarily indicate that child ready 
for reading any more than the fact that 
child wishing eat entire box candy 
should allowed so. may have the 
interest and desire, but perhaps not the 
best thing for him.

(1) Mental age; (2) vocabulary size and 
meaning; (3) rich background and experi- 
ences; (4) some concept and understanding 
sequence events; (5) ability relate 
simple experiences and incidents; (6) ability 
discriminate between slight differences 
form and sound; (7) physical fitness, 
defects sight, (b) defects hearing, 
(c) good visual and auditory memory; (8) 
White (N.E.A. Convention). 
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Books and Activity Education 


intelligent person would deny activity large place 
the educational process. only revulsion against 
conditions that they condemn, that some educational organ- 
izers have seemingly thrown books out the window and are 
going rely “activity.” may that some places 
even most places education was becoming too bookish, too 
academic, too artificial, and the backswing the pendulum, 
went, usual, too far. Unfortunately for the theorists 
progressive education, the actual teachers and administrators 
some schools misunderstood the theory, and all the practi- 
tioners achieved was “hammer-and-saw” stage education. 
This explains why Dewey Experience and Education seems 
disown his children. The fact is, course, calling 
them back sound theory experience. 

This point probably most clearly brought out Rugg 
and Shumacher’s Child-Centered School. The authors are very 
friendly indeed the “activity school,” but they make the 
most devastating criticism the practice. What this dev- 
astating criticism? These authors say that the centers 
interest lack intellectual rigor plan and development. They 
follow the path least resistance. They seem accept the 
slogan “activity for activity’s sake.” Kilpatrick’s catch 
phrase “activity reading further activity” was exactly that! 

The remedy Rugg and Shumacher (p. 124) proposed was 
greater respect for and more systematic provision for ideas, 
for meaning, for intellect, for the power think, for training 
tolerant understanding.” 

Activity must for the sake ideas that will lead more 
intelligent and moral activity. was well said that educa- 
tion must not only the thing, must get the idea 
what are doing. what call Believe Education 
the intellectual coefficients experience that are after. 
For all mental development there must base experi- 
ence, but this raw material experience must worked over 
until man becomes “the true, the good, and the beautiful.” 
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The narrow experience base the individual needs 
develop the educational potentialities the individual, the 
enriching, broadening, and deepening “vicarious 
the race which found books. Books supplement 
ence but cannot supplant it. Books are empty without 
basis experience, and experience blind without the aid 


Classroom Libraries 


classroom library every classroom should 
every school system. This should not merely few 
shelf the cupboard accidentally collected and loaned 
each Friday afternoon. 

This should collection books interest children 
that grade, relating the curriculum, and more general 
interest. provide for its effective use, one old shibboleth 
will perhaps have broken down; namely, that every 
minute the day must planned and used for the “regular” 
work the curriculum. teacher will, spite such rules 
implied the previous sentence, take advantage edu- 
cational opportunities, but she should more. The “more” 
should include opportunity for browsing, opportunity for read- 
ing anything the library, and reading the teacher. 

This will help correct misconception that education 
concerned only with textbooks.

Professional Libraries Catholic 
Education 


There should substantial market for professional books 
Catholic education—and yet there not. notice 
some publishers’ lists certain professional books will not 
reprinted. The disappearance some these books seems 
real loss Catholic education; let try understand 
the situation. 

One the reasons for the lack more comprehensive 
professional library Catholic education English the 
lack demand. When authors give their lives the prepa- 
ration books, they often find their publishers estimating 
thousand copies the expected sale. There little ad- 
vertising. The thousand copies must bear the total cost, and 
consequently the price becomes almost prohibitive. second 
edition becomes matter grave doubt. 

Where the book purchased for community many 
teachers only one copy purchased. This is, course, many 
times justified, but occasionally personal copies may 
desirable. 

One the surprising ways holding down the demand ‘or 
professional books the conduct summer schools 
“our” order. Here the teacher giving the course digests 


books for her students, and makes necessary 
only one saving the order many dollars 
hardly know educational practice more stultifying 
this. 
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might seem good practice the following things 
were done: 

professional library should maintained the central 
office the diocesan superintendent. This should rather 
comprehensive library, continuously kept date with 
professional books well the non-Catholic ones.

missions poor areas, those whose mother houses are 
not the diocese. The new postal rates make this circulation 
more feasible because less expensive. 

So. similarly every mother house should there similar 
under the general supervision the community 

without saying that colleges, particularly those hav- 
ing department school education, should have espe- 
cially strong professional library. Those mother houses which 
are running full four-year college have special obligation 
organize comprehensive professional library for their 
teacher-training work. 

any case, there need for really professional library 
Catholic education that includes the best thought and ex- 
periences Catholics and non-Catholics. The solution this 
problem the creation intelligent demand for such 
books, which will definitely reject the bad and the mediocre, 
and encourage the good and the eminent. 


Good Word for the Book Salesman 


would like say again good word for the book sales- 
man. personally always glad see him. encourage his 
talking about the books. Often has talked over the prob- 
lem directly with the author heard him sales conferences. 
knows somewhat about experience with the books. The 
names gives you furnish you independent opportunity 
check what says. learn from him, too, much about other 
schools, and occasionally little gossip. 

have uniformly found the book salesman gentle- 
man and willing adjust himself your situation, partic- 
ularly you have little time when calls. 

You should use the opportunity which the book salesman 
offers learn about your tools. The superior should permit 
the salesman see the persons who are actually going 
use books, and particularly community supervisors. However, 
don’t use salesmen get samples, provide rides dis- 
tant convents conventions. Use them, for the most part, for 
the ultimate welfare the Catholic children you are teaching. 
The salesman can justify himself and his vocation only 
relating what has sell that ultimate educational 
objective. 

The next time salesman from reputable publishing house 
calls you, greet him with smile, tell him come in, 
and say from your heart you are glad see him. matter 
what happens thereafter you have done good deed.—E.

Today, with few exceptions, find 
increasing enrichment reading opportunities 
children order prepare them meet 
intelligently the problems and experience 
daily life. school and out school the 
modern child meets with reading experiences 
which few decades ago did not exist: current 
events, children’s magazines, books radio, 
scout manuals, puzzles, maps, folders, warn- 
ings, directions, road guides, notices, and 
many other forms reading activities. 

Just grandmother’s day the emphasis 
teaching was placed the mastery the 
mechanics oral reading, today 
stress oral reading, but only the third 
fourth grades, with the addition that 
throughout all the grades stress the 
value silent reading which, after all, the 
kind reading that really counts the lives 
the majority us. write the question 
comes mind: Were not the dear saints who 
invented meditation and spiritual reading 
really the first exponents the value 
silent reading? course and they 
lived and learned and taught long, long before 
grandmother’s day. But get back busy 
and wise moderns, have necessity, made 
the grand rediscovery that must give our 
children habits efficient 
silent reading. 


Objectives Reading 

The primary purpose all- reading 
unlock the treasure house the world 
thought and wise guidance direct and 
stimulate habits good thinking. Reading 
must give more than information. must 
help shape ideals. 

Secondly, reading instruction must develop 
permanent interest reading. School read- 
ing must lead habits, tastes, and interests 
life beyond the schools. 

third objective the development: 
attitudes, habits, and skills necessary for 
intelligent reading. 

Fourthly, must have mind practical 
procedures for training these attitudes, 
habits, and skills. 

order accomplish this must make 
material, provide for system testing, 
and make sure that remedial work supple- 


ments the work testing. 

Many important habits may developed 
through reading activities. First have 
habits recognizing the sentence the 
unit thought: Teach the child read the 
thought not pronounce words. second 
group relates habits rapid recognition 
words, correct word recognition (hence 
rapid sight word drills and games) wide eye 
span, and accurate return sweeps the eye 
from the end one line the beginning 
the next. eye span meant the size 
the unit recognized one fixation glance 
reading. oral reading accurate pronuncia- 
tion and enunciation must become habits. The 
value phonetics evident here. Then there 
are habits recognizing and interpreting such 
typographical devices punctuation, inden- 
tion paragraphs, references 
marginal headings, parenthetical references, 
etc. The fourth group includes habits 
correct positions for standing sitting when 
reading, holding the book, and securing the 
proper light. 


Growth Periods Reading 


result various careful studies 
has been found that there are different stages 
development acquiring habits mature 
reading. The span recognition increases 
most rapidly from the first the third grades 
inclusive. These grades also cover the period 
rapidly increasing speed silent reading, 
and the most progress fluent oral reading. 

The next period comprises that wide 
reading for the purpose enriching the 
child’s experience and cultivating his read- 
ing attitudes, habits, and tastes. This the 
period where the foundation laid for good 
thinking and for study habits. usually 
extends over the fourth, fifth, and sixth 
grades. 

From the seventh grade, upwards through 
high school, have the period refinement 
the child’s reading and study habits. This 
the period which instill wholesome 
interest worth-while reading and give 
the boys and girls standards selection 
reading and literature which will carry over 
into life beyond the school. 

The above classification 
fact that the important and necessary founda- 
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tion for reading laid early. Thus the impor- 
tance reading grades and cannot 
overemphasized. Grade one essentially 
the initial period and deals mostly with the 
mechanics reading, but grades two and 
three also require careful consideration the 
choice material and presentation. Our first 
question is: How much time shall give 
reading these grades? Your own school 
needs and circumstances will largely determine 
for you. However, current practice seems 
justify least minutes day for the 
second grade and minutes day for 
the third grade. This does not mean that 
formal reading occupies the whole time; 
means rather that all reading activities occupy 
minutes. 

The teaching period, and this should include 
testing, should find place the morning 
program. Silent-reading periods, reports, dis- 
cussions, and storybook reading easy stories 
should occupy the afternoon allotment 
reading time. The reading activities the 
afternoon should include discussions the 
experiences the children, printed directions 
for seat work, mimeographed material, text- 
books, supplementary readers, and storybooks.

home. 

One period day should used for in- 
struction reading, testing, and remedial 
work, and training the uses books and 
sources material for information. Emphasis 
these grades should placed program 
wide and varied reading. 

From the seventh grade through high 
school our aim should refine the read- 
ing attitudes, habits, and tastes secure 
high degree refinement and independence 
all life activities which require reading. 
should endeavor stimulate and direct 
keen, critical interpretations what read 
and establish high standards thought and 
ideals well establish permanent 
enjoyment and relish for good literature. Our 
children should never allowed develop 
tastes for insincere and trivial reading. Each 
teacher should make herself responsible for 
direction the reading connected with the 
subject subjects which she teaches and 
should well informed concerning any mate- 
rial which her pupils use whether from ref- 
erence books, periodicals, 
Teachers literature, history, and science 
especially, have grave responsibility 
regard the direction the reading activ- 
ities their pupils. 

Every teacher should well informed and 
able give suggestions and guidance the 
matter recreational reading.

Catherine Alexandria was the patroness 
philosophy, but since she represented 
with wheel her side (she was 
executed means wheel) the wheel- 
wrights also chose her for their 
The number such popularly chosen 
patron saints very great. Sometimes in- 
deed one saint was patron several trades 
occupations. But much oftener the mem- 
bers one and the same vocation vene- 
rated several patrons. Thus the farmers 
various regions are known have had 
eight different protectors, each whom 
had been selected the people some 
particular country province. attempt 
was made unify systematize these 
choices. Only the patron saints churches, 
parishes, dioceses needed ecclesiastical 
approbation, because they were cele- 
brated the liturgy the Church 
feasts special rank. And whenever 
similar privilege was expected, for instance 
for the patron saint guild other so- 
ciety, some approval the Church au- 
thorities was required. But such cases were 
proportionately rare. the whole, the 
popular patron saints were the result 
spontaneous popular choice. And this 
way ourselves also may proceed the 
selection patron saint for our own 
the honorable profession 
librarianship. 

There are those, and their number not 
small, who hold that don’t know 
any saint who worked earnestly and 
constantly for the formation and increase 
libraries did St. Peter Canisius dur- 
ing his whole apostolic activity half 
century.

For one thing, 
the novelists who win the prizes can’t seem 
get beyond the biological stage their 
consideration the relations between man 
and woman. None care tinker with 
adolescent’s sense modesty bringing 
even milder Edith Wharton. Rebecca West 
and Aldous Huxley are, course, out the 
question, but what good comes the lighter 
Sinclair Lewis, Hergesheimer, Dos Passos? 
Anthony Adverse trash, and even Gone with 
the Wind has many passages which make it, 
for our purposes, questionable. The contribu- 
tions Willa Cather and James Hilton are 
too few and far between for comfort. short, 
the numerous troubled narratives that mirror 
ideals definitely variance with Catholic 
culture trouble enough mature minds without 
thrusting them boys and asking them 
spit out the poison and take the good.

They thereby rob great 
fied science its outstanding quality. 

What new books about this? Very little. 
High School Biology Benedict, Knox and 
Stone (Macmillan, 1938), jumps 
variety life races and distribution man, 
but puts “The Rise Homo Sapiens” almost 


600 pages later! Paleontology (the value 
which high-school biology questionable) 
follows the cell theory. Fortunately, individual 
chapters are not minutely divided are those 
most other books. 

The revised edition Kinsey’s New Introduc- 
tion Biology (Lippincott, 1938) has greater 
unity plan. also profits from the fact that 
Dr. Kinsey enthusiastic scientist, who has 
many things many places. writes 
much his book terms sort 
travel that Americans may expect indulge 
throughout their adult lives. also provides 
his text with many new pictures which also are 
good; many them tell their stories without 
much help from legends. Yet there discour- 
aging amount detail crowded into the book’s 
845 pages. Chief compensation for this found 
the fact that details are given obvious point. 
They also may omitted crowded courses. 

Adventures with Living Things Kroeber 
and Wolff (D. Heath, 1938), 
even larger book, for its 811 pages are long and 
well filled. plan adequately unified, mov- 
ing from classification the life plants and 
animals and then the great generalizations 
biology. Continuity reading broken many 
small sections, well “overviews” and 
(apparently chapters) into 
“problems.” Although the authors are experienced 
teachers, venture the criticism that these de- 
vices (when they are obvious devices) help 
teaching less than they harm. Summaries come 
best after contact with material, and worth-while 
divisions thought come from thinking that 
has gone before, not that which come. 

This takes back the fact that biology 
continuous story. other book shows that 
quite clearly Ascaris Richard Gold- 
schmidt (Prentice-Hall, 1937, educational ed.).
